The construction, pro 
osed on the property of 
Bruce Davis, had become a 
controversial issue since it 
will come within 13 inches of 
the adjacent property line. 
The existing ordinance re- 
quires three and a half feet 
between construction and 
the property line. 


The Planning Commis- 
sion had recommended de- 
nial of the construction, but 
the City Council, after a 
lengthy hearing Monday 
night before a small turn- 
out, voted to okay the new 
building. 


The City Council also 
briefly too baa question 
of the strengthening of the 
city administrator post 
being vacated by James 
Turner, but finally moved to 
have the strengthening 
measures turned over to the 
city attorney to be set up in 
draft form and returned to 
the council next week. 


Also considered was the 
federal loan program under 
public works, housing, and 
community development, 
which provides funding for 
improvement of homes of 
the elderly. After a review 
of the financial procedures, 
and some minor modifica- 
tions, the council voted to 
approve application of the 
program in Albany. Final 
procedur3s are being set up.

She 
indicated that Howell, who 
served as Albany for eight 
years of his 22 years on the 
council, is jealous. of the 
“energetic and intelligent” 
Griffin and Gleason, 

Councilman Robert

“I was the first person on 
the Albany City Council to 
support a black man for 
state office,” said veteran 
Councilman Howell, refer-

Assemblyman Byron Rum- 
ford, author of the Rumford 
fair housing act. 

“To call me a racist is to 
ignore my well established 
record over the years in the 
area of civil rights,”’ Howell 
said. 

Howell appeared to be the 
main target of Mayor 
Jackson’s attack although 

‘he disclaims involvement in 
the recall movement. 

Howell said he was much 
criticized for his support of 
Rumford, especially during 
the controversy over Rum- 
ford’s proposed “fair hous- 
ing” bill which was later 
incorporated into federal 
law.

“Despite the obvious 
change among Albany vot- 
ers, Jackson was again 
named mayor this year, 
Mrs. Mulhall said, adding, 
“That is quite a story in 
itself.”’

Before the next 
meeting, Jackson went to 
Turner with the surprising 
news that it had been de- 
cided he had to go.

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ALBANY — The city staff, at the direction of the 
city council, has begun a study to determine if there 
are discriminatory practices in the salaries of 
minoritiy city employes. 


City Administrator James Turner is preparing 
the information, supplementing an earlier status 
report. — 

_Turner recently told the council that the city’s 
affirmative action goals are being pursued, with the 
ratios of minority employes being very close to the 
ratios existing in the community as a whole. 

However, he said, there is a need for recruiting 
more Asians and “‘ . .. working female employes into 
more positions of responsibility.” 

Turner provided several acts comparing ra- 


éial breakdowns of the city itself, of the entire 
employe force, including part-time workers, of the 
fulltime workers only, of the public safety, street 
and park and clerical employes. 

e affirmative action goals are based upon the 
city’s racial distribution, including 82% white, 7% 
Spanish-American, 6% Asian, 4% black and 1% 
“other,” Turner said. 

Comparing this to the entire work force, includ- 
ing part-time workers, the white and Spanish- 
American ratios are exactly the same. However, the 
Asians at three percent are below the city’s ratio and 
blacks with 7% are above. ‘“‘Other”’ is 1%. _ ,

Boats hamper 
operation of 
Bay ferries 


SAN FRANCISCO — Ple- 
asure boats are interfering 
with the operation of the 
Golden Gate Ferry, accord- 
ing. to Commander Mike 
O’Brien, Chief of Boating 
for the Coast Guard. In in- 
creasing numbers curious 
boaters are coming danger- 
ously close tothe ferry at the 
Larkspur terminal. 


The new ferries, Sonoma 
and Marin, are propelled by 
twin gas turbine engines 
throwing out high velocity 
jet wash which can swamp 
many recreational boats. To 
date, the skippers of the fer- 
ries have avoided serious 
incident, however, it’s only 
a matter of time before the 
inevitable takes place if 
pleasure boaters do not 
stand clear of the ferries’ 
wash. 


Boaters are reminded 
that it is dangerous to be in 
the ferry basin and channel, 
and also a violation of Fed- 
eral Regulations. Accordin 
to the Rules of the Road, 
neither a sailboat nor a 
powerboat may hamper the 
safe passage of a large ves- 
sel which can navigate only 
within certain channels. 

The Coast Guard urges 
boaters to stay clear of all 
ferry moorings, basins and 
channels.

SAN FRANCISCO — You 
know how you got those blue 
eyes, You inherited them 
through your genes. So too 
with your hair color, height, 
and body build.
